Tits new rule is the result of a reso- 
lution adopted by the general counci) 
yesterday afternoon. The paper came 
from the finance committee, but bore 
the name of Councilman Martin § F.

i ling cross-sarits for divorce today, Mrs. 


Stirling began her defense against her 
husband's charges that she had mis- 
conducted herself with Lord Northland. 
Mara, Stirling was Clara Bitzabeth Tay- | 
lor, au ‘American show girl, before her 
marriage to John Aiexander Stirling. 

The accused wife ocoupied the stand 
the most of the day and made a pa- 
thetic figure. Several times she was 
overcome with tears, and her denials 
of the charge against her were most 
pathetic. She characterized many of 
the assertions of the husband's lawyers 
es villainous lies, and she replied to 
the, allegation that she had been seen 
kissing Lord Northland on the. stairs, 
iby saying that ehe was not a houge- 
‘maid. 

She admitted that she had perhaps 
been indiscreet and silly, but she 
averred that there ‘had been abeolute- 
ly no improper relations between her- 
self and Lord Northland. She accuged 
Mrs. Atherton of intrigue to throw her 
in company with Lord Northiand, so 
she could monopolize Mr. Stirling to 
hereelf. 

Mrs. Stirling said, among other 
things, that at the time of, her wed- 
ding Mr. Stirling gave her $20,000, but 
at the end of !907 her husband was in 
financial difficulties and she handed 
him the entire amount back.

DECISION FREES FIRM 
(fF A DEBT OF $57,000 


Voight & Sons Fought Claim 
of Continental Wall Paper 
Company, Alleging Concern 
Was a Trust—The Supreme 
Court Upholds the Claim. 


—— 


Washington, February |.—The gase of 
the Continental Wall Paper Company 


vs. Lewis Voight & Sona, of Cincinnati, 


was today decided by the supreme court 
of the United States in Voight’s favor. 
The suit was brought by the company 
on a debt of $67,000, the payment oF 
which was resisted on the ground tnat 
the paper company is a trust. In effect 
the decision holds that an admitted trust 
Organized contrary to the Sherman antl- 
trust law cannot use the court to coliett 
debts. 

Company Part of Trust. 
Justice Harlan’s oOpion dealt in de- 
tail with various phases of the case. it 
wes based on the third defense oO) 
Voight that the company is part of a’ 
trust. He started out with the propo- 
sition that the Continental Company !s 
within. the prohibitions of the Sherman 
act, which he said is clear from ine 
facts set forth in its defense. He then 
went on to show that this corporation 
ig the representative of a combination 
which would have the effect not only 
of restraining but of monopolizing the 
sale and manufacture of paper, 

“The Continental Wall Paper Com- 
pany,’ he sald, ‘seeks, in legal ettfect, 
the aid of the court to enforce a con- 
tract for the sale and purchase of g00dg 
whioh it fs admitted by the demurrer 
was. in fact @nd was intended by the 
parties to be based upon agreéments 
[that ‘were and are essential parts of an 
fillegai-scheme.- We state the matter in 
this way because the plaintiff, by its de- 
murrer admits for the purposes of this 
case the truth of all the facts alleged 
in the third defenge.’’ 

What Suit Is Based On. 


Further aiong, Justice Harlan. said: 

‘“"Phe present suit is not based upon 
an tmplied contract of the defendant 
company to pay for ods that it pur- 
chased, but in fact is based upon the 
agreements to which both the’ plaintiff 
and defendant were parties, pursuant 
to which the accounts sued on were 
mdde out and which had for their ob- 
ject and which’ it is admitted had the 
effect to accomplish the illegal! ends fer 
which the Continental Wall Paper Coni- 
pany was organized. If judgment be 
given for the plaintiff the result will be 
to give the aid of the court in making 
effective the illegal agreements that 
constitute forbidden ¢eombination. 

. - The question is whether the 
plaintift company can have judgment 
for the amount of an account, whicly 
it is admitted by demurrer, was made 
up with the knowledge of both seller 
and buyer, with direct reference to and 
in execution of certain agreements, un- 
der which an iliegal combination, rep- 
resented ‘by the seller, was organized.” 


Agreement Illegal. 

Saying that a judgmé@nt in favor of 
the company would give effect to agree- 
ments constituting the illegal combi- 
nation, Justice Harlan said: 


“We hold that such a judgment can- 
mot be granted without departing from 
the statutory rule, long established in 
the jurisprudence of both this country 
and Wngland. That a court will not 
lend its aid, in any way, to enforce or 
to realize the fruits of an agreement 
which appears to be tainted with ille- 
gality, although the result of “pplying 
that rule may sometimes ‘be to shield 
a defendant who hag got something for 
which as between man and man he 
ought perhaps to pay, but for which 
he ig unwilling to pay.”’ 

Combination Is Illegal. 


In conclusion, Justice Harlan said:

ALLEGED THAT JUROR 
ACCUSED THE GOVERNOR

In Attacking Juror Whitworth, 
It Is Charged by the Defense 
That He Said Patterson Had 
Hand in Carmack Killing and 
All Defendants Should Be 
Hanged. 


Nashville, Tenn., February !.-~-For the 
first time the name of Governor Patter- 
|son was mentioned today in the trial 
| of Colonel Duncan B. Cooper, Robin J. 
‘Cooper and John D. Sharp for the kill- 
ling of former Senator E. W. Carmack. 
But this was only one of the sensations 
of the day. The other followed‘a de- 
cision of Judge W. M. Hart that Jyror 
J. M. Whitworth was physically able 
to <ontinue in the box.® 

Immediately Judge Anderson, of the 
defense, announced that he had evi- 
dence that Whitworth had expressed 
a violent opinion and was, therefore, 
incompetent. He declared that the de- 
fense preferred, because of Whitworth’s 
standing in the community, to see him 
excused because of illness. He added, 
however, that his duty to his clients 
compelled him to ask that Whitworth 
be dismissed as incompetent 

Patterson’s Name Brought In. 

One of the first witnesses called by 
the defense swore Whitworth had de- 
clared that the killing of Carmack cost 
Governor Patterson many followers, 
and that he (Whitworth) believed the 
governor had a hand in the murder. 
Another witness ¢wore that Whitworth, 
a few days after the slaying, openly 
declared: “Every damned one of these 
men (defendants) Ought to be hanged.” 

At the conclusion of the defense's 
testimony the state asked for time to 
meet the charges, and court adjourned 
until 9 o’clock tomorrow morning.

On a charge of grand larceny, a few 


weeks ago, was issued today by Justice 
Dowling. 

The case against Brandenburg on the 
grand larceny charge was to have come 
up before Justice Dowling in the su- 
preme court today, but when the time 
came for the calling of the defendant 
to the bar, Brandenburg, who had been 
out on $1,600 ail, furniehed by a 
bonding company, could not be found. 
Justice Dowling forfeited Brandenbure’s 
bail, and issued a bench warrent for 
his arrest.

That Bishop Charles Spencer Smith, 
of the African Methodist Episcopal 
church, in charge of the Georgia c¢on- 
ference, has used his office for personal 
Sain is one of the charges preferred 
against the bishop by Rev. John Har- 
mon, formerly presiding elder of the 
Atlanta district. The charges havé 
now. been filed with the proper au- 
thorities, and will come before the 
house of bishops, whioh begins its semi- 
annuel session at Mt. Zion church, in 
Jacksonville, Thursday. 

That Bishop Smith forced his pre- 
siding elders to give two dollars apiece 
on a suit of clothes for him; that he 
Published two booklets and forced each 
Preacher to buy one, and that he used 
funds of the Woman’s Home and For- 
eign Missionary Society to pay law- 
yer’s fees and expenses of a law suit, 
are among the specifications. 

“Church Being Destroyed.” 

Bishop Smith. is also charged with 
pursuing a policy that means the de- 
struction of the church in Georgia. with 
tyranny and oppression, and maladmin- 
istration. His alleged reckless use of 
the appointive power in such a man- 
ner as to leave a Jjarge number of min- 
isters without charges, is the basis of 
the charge of a destructive policy, the 
coHection of funds not authorized by 
the church law oharged under the 
head of administration,” and he is 
charged with having exercised tyranny 
and oppression in holding conferences, 

Bishop Smith has denied the charges, 
and declares that they are prompted 
by apite, and further alleges that Har- 
mon is @ man without standing in the 
church. 

In reply Harmon claims that he now 
holds an appointment from Smith as 
pastor of the Douglasville circuit. 

The charges filed by Harmon are in 
part as follows: 

Oppression and Tyranny.

Your petitioner charges 
Rev, Charles Spencer Smith 
guilty of oppression and tyranny. That 
is fo say, the bishop did. in an oOp-

to be with him could get out. And to 
prove his oppressive and tyrannical 
manner, many of the preachers who dld 
not approve his policy were put on 
poor appointments, reduced in rank and 
salary, and severai were forced to 
tranefer out of the district. 

Your petitioner further charges that 
the bishop did not conduct his confer- 
ence ag a conference of ministers, but 
he conducted the conference as a school 
to instruct the preachers how to carry 
out his orders and do his bidding. 

The members of the conference, on 
account of threats and intimidations, 
were afraid to offer mations, ask ques- 
tions, raise points of order, or to act 
in any manner .as a deliberate body 
of Christian ministers, for fear of being 
insulted, ostracised, or be révenged in 
appointment. 

Your petitioner charges the Right 
Rev, Charles Spencer Smith with pur- 
suing a policy to destroy the Woman’s 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society. 
His policy has disorganized the society, 
and in his appointment of officers for 
this society he has wholly killed the 
interest in it in the local churches. His 
disposition of the funds and taking the 
work and distribution of the money out 
of the hands of the officers, and not 
consulting the officers of the society, 
has sounded its death knell.

This had the ef- 
fect of declaring that no election will 
be held at present. 

To Repeal Charter Amendment. 


It was the sense of the commission 
to later on request council to have the 
legislature repeal the charter amend- 
ment for a bond election so that the 
election could be held under the gen- 
eral charter, which would give the city 
the right to name any amount of bonds 
it wished and at 4 I-2 per cent. 

A resolution was adopted for the 
chairman to appoint three committees, 
of three each, one to investigate the 
needs of the city schools, one to make 
all the necessary plans for an improve- 
mert of the sewer system, and the 
third to map out the work to be done 
for the waterworks department. This

The greatest ready-money crop of the world, of which the south produces 
annually about 80 per cent of the total supply, for lack of proper facilities for 
holding, is each year dumped on the market within such a short space of time 
and under such congested conditions that it is deprived of much of its real 
value. - 

The egregious folly of this course and the easy remedy are pointed out in

As a result, the marketing ofthese crops is-extended over a period 
sufficiently long to enable fair prices to be secured, 

There is no such spectacle as is witnessed yearly in the south, when 


“distress” cotton comes tumbling on the market, glutting demand and em- 


Darrassing the most strenuous efforts of the farmers to maintain a legitimate 

It is fair to assume, from Colonel Lowry's statements, that the majority 
of the southern bankers and business men are willing to work with the farm- 
ere in inaugurating such a system in this section. All that is needed is their 
generous cooperation with the Farmers’ Union. That organization has already 
formulated plans looking to the erection of a chain of bonded warehouses 
throughout the southern states. Steps recently taken at Jackson, Miss., look 
to the merging of these warehouses under one control, the formation of a 
jcentral holding agency and the creation of machinery that will, each year, 
insure the gradual and logical marketing of the erop. 

‘It is the ultimate intention of the promoters to so perfect théir designs 
that cotton can be fed gradually to the consumer, keeping pace with demand; 
withhold when the market is unfavorable and the flow again resumed when 
the market has regained a normal toné. The existing method places the 
farmer almost unreservedly at the mercy of the consumer and the speculator. 
The plan herein outlined will eventually hold as much proportionate profit 
It will bring additional millions 
of dollars into the south annually, sums which will filter into every commer 
cial channel] and react inevitably on every industry in the southern states. 
The sporadic Shylock-merchant may be injured temporarily, but in the end 
the earning power of the farmer himself and his freedom from debt will be 
wholesomely benefited. , 

The matter is simply one of plain business methods. Will the southern 
business man join hands with the farmer in a movement looking to their 
proved mutual interests?

Even under the obligatory penalty clause, as incorporated in former post- 
office appropriation bills, the results were far from satisfactory, because of 
department leniency in holding the carriers to their contracts. 

It is difficult to conceive upon what just ground that provision was 
stricken from the last postoffice bill. It was anything but severe as admin- 
istered by the postoffice department, and the fact that under the postal laws 
and regulations the imposition of penalties for inexcusably delayed mails is 
optional, means nothing., 
A law ‘pfoviding an optional penalty is dangerous at best. It may be 
made to cut either way, a®cording to the temper of the enforcing official. 

In this instance the public has suffered from lack of enforcement, although, 
on the other hand, oppression of the carrier and even unjust discrimination 
are entirely possible. ; 

Day after day—we know it to be true in Georgia and neighboring southern 
states—important mail trains, particularly those bringing the bulk of the busi- 
ness mail from the north gnd west, travel one, two, three hours and often 
more, behind their schedules, delaying the delivery of mails in towns and 
cities half a day, and on rural routes twenty-four hours. 

These delays, which often disorganize and interfere with commercial 
transactions, are not due to providential or uncontrollable causes; except in a 
few extraordinary cases they are the result of careless or faulty management. 

The mail service is entirely in control of the federal government, and 
the public expects, as it has the right to, the very best that can be given. 

Yor this it must look to congress, and it is the duty of the legislative body 


'to make that provision which will conduce to the greatest efficiency of the 


service. 

This can be done only by embodying in the postoffice bill a requirement 
that when the mail contractors fail inexcusably in the performance of their 
obligation, they shall be subjected to such reasonable penalty as will, in order 
to avoid it, induce them to furnish prompt and satisfactory service. 

Senator Clay will perform a great public service if he succeeds in having 
this requirement incorporated in the postoffice bill. 

The burden will then, at least, be thrown upon the house where, it is 
hoped, there will be sufficient consideration for the public interest to cause 
its retention. 

Congress will ignore a pressing public duty if it fails ae people in this 
matter.

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FRAUD IN THE PENSION ROLLS. 

Morally and materially there is no one more deeply interested in the 
purity of the pension rolls than the confederate veterans themselves. 

"Jt is their roll of honor, which every true soldier wants to see kept clean. 

It is their bounty, given by the state, wherein participation through the 
use of deception and fraud but deprives some worthy hero of his ee 
right. 

State authorities who have to deal with the pension rolls have no question 
that therd are many now regularly drawing money from the state under the 
color of a service that was never performed; yet they are powerless, with the 
present means at their command, to detect and prevent the fraud. 

Occasionally knowledge of fraudulent effort to obtajn a pension comes 
to the attention of the department, and the application is denied or the name 
stricken from the roils. 

But when it comes to systematic purging of the pension rolls and in- 
vestigation of suspected cases, the state authorities are powerless, ‘because 
‘there is no provision for it in the law. 

The only safeguard ever sought to be thrown around the pension rolls is 
a requirement that the grand jury of each county shall, as a part of its duty, 
inspect and purge the pension lists applying to its particular territory ; but if 
a single grand jury has performed this duty within the last half dozen years 
there is no record of it. 

Time and again has the legislature been urged to make provision against 
undoubted fraud, but the appeal has met with no response. 

Again will similar recommendation be made by Pension Commissioner 
J. W. Lindsey, who has also suggested that each camp of confederate veter- 
ans in the state take hold of the problem in its particular county and ascer- 
tain if any unworthy persons there are drawing pensions from the state. 

If the legislature will not act the veterans can and should see to the 
proper purging of their highest roll of honor. 

Once he has undoubted information, the pension commissioner can bar 
from participation in the pension funds those who have established their 
claims by deception and false affidavits. 

The action of a camp of veterans would arouse public interest fn the 
matter and perhaps spur the grand jury to the performance of its duty. 

The soldiers of the confederacy could perform another valuable service

On accoum of the fact that ét is nec- 
essary for the farmer to seli his cotton, 
to pay his ddbts, this crop is, as i have 
Stated, practically all forced upon the 
market in a lump inegide of four or five 
months.

This re- 
ceipt will also estate that the grain is 
insured, and in the body of the receipt 
are also stated the costs of storage, 89 
that there can be no question about the 
validity of the receipt and its soundness 
as a security. This receipt titen be- 
cames ao good negotiable instrument, 
uniformly and universally recognized as 
an authentic and unquestioned securly. 
The farmer takes that receipt to any 
pank and hypothecates it at a conserva- 
jive rate of interest for such money as 
ne needs to pay his obligations to the 
extent, if necessary, of probably two- 
thirds of the value of the grain. The 
wheat, or other grain, then remains in 
the elevator as long as he sees fit to 
hold it, properly cared for, insured, in 
good condition for immediate use, and 
is delivered upon the surrender of the 
receipt only. Of course, this security 
is only recognized for the reason that 
itthese elevattors are conducted on 4a 
strictly business fbasis, and their receipts 
can be verified in every particular, if 
necessary, as they are only issued in 4 
boda fide way, and are a safe and sure 
protection both to the farmer and the 
banker, who might advance money on 
them. ; 

Now, in the south—suppose a farmer 
raises 100 bales of cotton and owes $2,000 
or $2,500. He wants to pay his debts, 
but he does not want to sel) his cotton 
during the period when the market is 
giutted, and when he would have to 
sell at the minimum price.

Then the farm- 
er can take that receipt to his banker 
anywhere and get money to pay his 
debts to the extent, say. of probabiy 
two-thirds af the value of the cotton, 
if desired, and thus he is enabled to 
hold his cotton. This plan would enable 
the south to husband itg crop in the 
proper manner, and get the full benefit 
of any advance in price within a rea- 
sonable time. 

Cotton fs now held in the south to 
some extent by planters, Dut it is 
usually held at their homes, les out 
on the ground, takes the weather a!l 
winter, depreciates in value, and, when 
it is sold, it ig not the same grade of 
cotton that it was when it left the 
ginnery. Besides, it deprecfates the 
product of the mill made from this cot. 
con. Cotton is too valuable a crop to 


better treatment, and, gy eng only 
the question of the net return to thea 
farmer, it is bad poliay, 
preciates its value and minimizes his 
return from holding it. 

I notice in the papers that the farm. 
ers are agitating a proposition along

What 
we need a series of bonded ware- 
houses throughout the cotten belt, con< 
ducted On sound business principles, 
giving practically ironolad. receipts, 
which could not be disputed or ques- 
tioned, but which could be verified in 
every particular by investigation. Let 
them be so issued as to be recognized 
all over the world as an unquestioned 
security; let it be known, when one of 
these receipts is issued, that the cot- 
ton is only to be delivered upon the 
return of that reoeipt properly in- 
dorsed, and that the identical cotton, 
described as to grade and quality, will 


be held tn that manner; it is worthy of) 


for this de-| 


this line, and, if they will keep up this. 


be delivered upon the return of the re-* 


ceipt. Then the cotton could stay 
there, properly protecte@d and insured, 
and, when delivered, would be in con- 
dition for use, ase graded. When the 
price was such as to euit the owner, he 
could sell, having in the meantime paid 
his debts by carrying an advance on his 
crop at a conservative rate of interest. 

Now this plan would be an excellent 
one for the benefit of our mills. We 
will take, for instance, a mill that buys 
8,000 bales of cotton annually. Prefer- 
ably, this mil] would like to buy -the 
cotton in its immediate neighborhood, 
but, while the crop is being marketed 
within this four or five months, the 
management may not be in position to 
buy more than, say, 2,000 bales. Under 
present conditions the cotton in the 
meantime has been shipped away, and 
hence, when they need more cotton, 
they must have it shipped back to this 
section with the additional expense of 
getting it here, besides receiving it in 
bad shape, with the bagging torn from 
sampling, and covered with dirt and 
grease. If it was stored in a bonded 
warehouse near-by, where it is known 
that it has beén properly preserved and 
protected, and he buys it from the 
farmer, who stored it there, he knows, 
when he exhibits his receipt for deliv- 
ery, What he is buying, and that he is 
not ge tting cotton torn all to pieces by 
sampling and covered with a lot of 
broken ties and half-patched bagging. 
Pesides taking care of the cotton, this 
plan of storage would take care of the 
bagging so that it could be used again. 

The south undoubtedly needs these 
warehouses similar in all respects to 
the elevators of the west, not ag a mat. 
ter of speculation at all, but to enable 
bona fide holders to hold for a reason- 
able time, say four to six montha, to 
take advantage of any market advance, 
When such warehouses are established, 
then the holding of this valuable crop 
will be in every way practical, 
plishing the end sought to be accom- 
plished by holding ft, and at the same 
time protecting the crop, its producers, 
the manufacturers and the public. We 
raise the crop as our staple crop, and 
we want to get what it is worth, but 
we cannot do s0 if we force it all on 
the market within four or five months 
for lack of proper facilities,

That portion 
of the Flower State !s where the or- 
anges grow, and reports have it that 
the crop was almost exterminated. 

Here are the official records for the 
temperature: Saturday, minimum, 12 
degrees; maximum, 27 degrees. Sunday, 
7% degrees, minimum: maximum, 27 de- 
grees. Monday, |i4 degrees, minimum; 
44 degrees, maximum. On Saturday the 
temperature was 23 degrees below the 
normal; on Sunday 25 degrees: on Mon- 
day i4 degrees. This make a total of 
62 degrees out of the normal for the 
three days. 

In comparing these figures with past 
records, it was found that the coldest 
day on record in this city took place 
February 13, 1899, when it went to 8 
degrees below zero. Other cold days 
were as follows: January I!, (686, 2 
below; 1893, January 16, 8 above: 1906, 
January 26, 6 above; 1897, January 28, 
6 above. There was marked differ- 
ence in the temperature of yesterday as 
compared with that of Saturday and 
Sunday, the maximum going from 27 
degrees up to 44 degrees.

-““Phie man,” he went on, “then called 
on Nicoll and two other friends of the 
juror and what he said to them aroused 
a fear in their hearts that Whitworth 
would get into trouble if he were left 
on the jury. Then, and not unti] then, 
did the friends of the juror attempt to 
secure Whitworth's release. The ques. 
tions they put to Mrs. Whitworth 
frightened her and she then selected 
the physician's certificate as the easiest 
way out of the danger. 

“Mrs. Whitworth then went to the 
family physician and said she wanted 


a good, strong certificate to get him 


off the jury. Mrs. Whitworth did not

defense, claiming that the physician's 
certificates and the testimony of Dr.

The court interrupted to remark tliat 
there seemed to be no issue between 
the state and defense, that both agreed 
to excuse the juror if he be ill, and 
that the only point to be decided is 
whether or not he is a sick man. 

The state next announced that it had 
secured the presence of three physi- 
clans, one of them a pathologist, and 
asked that tNey be ordered to examine 
the jufor. The court asked the defense 
if it had any objection. Judge Ander- 
son said: “This is not the defenses 
fight, and !t does not want to take 
part. However, we have had two repu- 
table physicians. I Suggest that the 
court send for Dr. Brower and hear 
him. Then, !f the court is not satis- 
fied, to call other doctors would. be in 
order.” 

The court announced that Dr. Brower 
as a family physicjan would be better 
able to settle the point in dispute and 
he would prefer to have this physi- 
cian’s testimony first and learn whether 
or not another examination might en- 
danger Mr. Whitworth's health. 

“I will issue an instanter subpoena 
for Dr. Brower and hear him at 1?:30 
Pp. m., to which time I will adjourn 
court,” concluded Judge Hart. 


Direct Accusation by State. 


When court opened after the noon 
recess Dr. Brower was called. Before 
he could be examined@ Attorney Gen- 
eral McCarn asked pérmission to make 
a statement. 

“The state has come to the conclusion 
that the defense over there,” pointing 
to the Cooper attorneys, “has instigated 
this fight to get :id of Juror Whit- 
worth. And they tried to have it done 
by intimating that he might get into 
trouble over his answers on examina- 
tion as a juror, and suggested this ill- 
ness as a ruse. Now this casts a sus- 
picion on Mr. Whitworth which we re- 
sent, and we wish to have this phase 
investigated.” 

“This phase igs not before the court 
yet. We will hear Dr. Brower.” 

The court explained to Dr. Brower 
what had been stated. The doctor said: 
“Mr. Whitworth had an acute attack 
of nephritis two months or more. ago, 
caused by the trauma of a kidney 
stone. I would not gay he had Bright's 
disease, because Bright’s dtsease is a 
general_term, covering several kidney 
diseases. These symptoms are likely 
to return at any time, or they may 
never return. If they return, then the 
juror would, undoubtedly, be unfitted 
for service. The ifritating sources 
might be violent exercise, excitement 
or excesses.” : 
“Would you consider that sitting on 
a jury would cause him to have the 
trouble?’ 

“No, sir: he’s liable to have it any 
time under any condition.” 

The state called several otner physi- 
clans and asked them hypothetical 
questions. At the conclusion, Judge 
Hart tersely remarked: 

“Summing up the evidence, gentlic- 
men, the court is of the opinion that 
the juror can do jury service.” 


Effort to Show Whitworth Is Biased. 


Immediately after the decision, Judge 
Anderson, of the defense, seid that the 
time had come when“he defense wished 
to speak on the Whitworth case. 

“After Whitworth was chosen,” he 
went on, “we heard rumorg thet the 
juror was subject to challenge for 
cause.

THREE LIVES WERE LOST 


When Schooner Sank on Lake 
Pontchartrain. 


New Orleans, La., Februaty 1.—wWwil- 
liam Robinson, the only surviving meth- 
ber of the crew of the schooner A. J. 

tamsey, which sank in Lake Pont- 
chartrain, near Little Woods, La., Sat- 
urday, was brought’ to the Charity hos- 
pital here this afternoon. In spite of 
the terrible ordeal through which he 
passed, it is thought he will recover. 
For 36 hours he was partially covered 
by the icy water and lashed by the ter- 
rific winter blasts. He managed to 
hold» on to the top of the cabin until 
‘he was picked tp late Sunday by the 
schooner Petersen. 

Peter Jackson, captain of the schoon- 
er, was swept off the deck Friday morn- 
ing, and was not seen again. 

After the Ramsey Sank, Rebinson and 

_ two other members of the crew, George 
Rogers and George Jones, climbed into 
tre tree of the mast. Rogers and Jones 
were finally benumbed with the cold and 
fell into the water, where they drown- 
ed. Robinson, seeing he could not hold 
on to the mast longer, climbed down 
to the roof of the cabin, to which he 
clung until rescued. All of those on 
board were negroes.
